but all.persons making entries will be required to purchase tickets of admission to the 
Fair Grounds, unless they are members of the New England Agricultural Society. 


Premiums. 


30. Premiums will not be paid on animals or articles removed from the exhibition un- 
less such removal has the special approval of the President and Secretaries of the So- 
cieties. 


miums until sixty days after the exhibition; these will be paid at his office, and he will 
forward any premium not so paid in such manner as the person entitled to the same may 
direct, the following provision having been adopted, that all premiums awarded may be 
liable to pro rata reduction, sufficient to meet any deficiency that may occur in the re- 
ceipts, to meet said premiums and other expenses. The diplomas of the joint societies are 
in all cases evidence of superior merit, and Judges are required to bear thie in mind in 
awarding them. Any person entitled to a premium of twenty dollars or more, can, at his 
option, accept a silver medal therefor.

When there is no competition, or but one 
competitor in a class, the Judges may award the first premium, if meritorious, and 33 per 
cent. of the premium will be retain whee Society.

13. The Fair will be on so extensive a seale that at will be of the greatest importance 
to exhibitors that they give early notice to the Secretaries by correspondence. 

14. At 9 o'clock A. M., on Tuesday, September 3rd, the books will be in readiness for 
the Judges. 

} 15. The exhibition of stock in the ring and on the track will take place precisely at the 

| time specified in the subjoined arrangements; and animals not prepared at the proper 
time and place may, at the discretion of the Judges, be ruled out of competition. 

| 16. Stock, etc., will be marked with cards furnished by the Secretaries, designating the 

class and number of entry; and duringthe exhibition, they must be placed entirely under 

the management of the officers of the societies. 

17. Authentic pedigrees of Blood k of all kinds will be required, which must be 
filed with the Secretaries at the time of entry. No animal will be allowed a premium un- 
less it is sound. ; 

18. Arrangements will be made for the trial of draft horses and oxen, by testing their 
strength, docility, ete., at a load. é' 

19. Male and female animals used for breeding, entered for competition and taking 
premiums, must b= owned in New d. 

20. The Superintendent of the grounds will take every precaution for the safe-keeping 
of stock on exhibition, after its arrival and arrangement upon the grounds ; but the soci- 
eties will not be responsible for any damage that may occur to animals or articles on ex- 
hibition. Exhibitors must give personal attention to their animals and articles, and at the 
close of the Fair attend to their removal. ; 

21. Exhibitors must see to the delivery of their contributions at the Fair grounds, and 
atthe Hall; the societies cannot in any case make provision fortheir transportation, or 
be pekjeeees to any expense therefor, either in the delivery at or return from the grounds ; 
but all the expenses connected must be provided for by the exhibitors. 

22. For the convenience of exhibi covered stalls will be provided for the stock!; 
——— of hay (and straw for litter), with water and grain for swine, will be 
supplied without charge ; so that animals, on their arrival, may be driven to the Fair 
Grounds, and need not be removed until the exhibition is closed. Grain, for stock, will 
also be upon the grounds, and will be furnished to those who desire it at market price.
